GOING TO DANCE. 


Striking Liverymen Terrify 
Young’ Women in Ken- 
wood, but Flee When 

Driver Draws Gun. 


POLICE GUARD WEDDING. 


Patrolmen on Duty at G. E. High- 
ley's Residence and Also 
During Party at Chi- 
cago Beach Hotel. 


A ball at the Chicago Beach hotel and a 
fashionable Hyde Park wedding took place 
last night with heavy guards of police pro- 
tecting the carriages. Striking pickets on 
the rolls of the Livery Drivers’ union at- 
tempted to break up the dance and to mar the 
pleasure of the guests at the wedding. 

Early in day William Huff, 6617 Washing- 
ton avenue, a student at the University of 
Chicago, ordered two carriages from Dr. 


William A. Waite, a liveryman at 6340 Madi- 


son avenue. These were promised and soon 
after 8 o’clock, with Mr. Huff and George 
Benedict as occupants,. the carriages were 
driven to 5116 Hibbard avenue. 

There the young men stepped out, and, es- 
corting Grade, Irene, and Louise McKey, re- 
turned to the carriages to drive to the hotel. 

Just as Mr. Huff started to close the door 
of the vehicle driven by Dr. Waite himself, a 
Stranger stepped from the sidewalk and held 
it open. 

appeared in the street. 


Pickets Threaten Young Women. 

Have you signed the scale?” asked the 
stranger of Dr. Waite. 

J have not, and don't intend to,” came 
the answet. 

Then the pickets turned to the young 
women and urged them not to ride, saying it 
would be dangerous. 

“I am going to ride in that carriage, no 
matter what you do, asserted Miss Irene 
-McKey. 

Weil tip the carriage over if you attempt 
it,“ réplied one of the pickets. 

See what will happen to you if you do. 
You'll be arrested, asserted Miss Louise 
McKey. 

Attack Driver; Awed by Revolver. 

With that one of the pickets shoved his arm 
in the carriage, drew out a cushion, and be- 
gan to strike Dr. Waite. 

The two men on the street, one of lin 
carried a club, started to join in the fight. 
Dr. Waite pulled a revolver, whipped up his 
horses, and shouted to the driver of the other 
carriage to do the same. 

Prop that cushion,” he yellea. to, the 


shoot.“ he cried, as he drove away. None of 
the men took the challenge. 

At the Beach hotel other young men 
had stories to tell of pickets and threats. 
One of them went to the telephone, calied up 
the Hyde Park police station, and twelve 
patrolmen were sent to the hotel. 

When the hour to start home came the 
dancers found the police guarding the car- 
riages. In several instances patrolmen rode 
beside the drivers. One young woman, how- 
ever, stopped the ore as he was climbing. 
up to the seat. 

IJ am going to ride beside the driver,” | 
declared. and I am not going to let the 
strikers hurt him either.” 

So, wrapping her long cloak around her, she 
took her seat beside the liveryman, despite 
protests of her friends, and drove triumph- 
antly homewards. The carriage was not 
molested. Two other young women followed 
her example and played policeman.” 


Cause Disturbance at Wedding. 

Just before Waite found it necessary to 
draw his revolver pickets appeared in front 
of the residence of G. E. Highley, 5121 Wash- 
ington avenue, where the wedding of Miss 
Johanna Norton Highley and Paul Wads- 
worth Chapman was being celebrated. The 
street was crowded with carriages, some 
private, some licensed cabs, and some livery 
vehicles driven by nonunion men. In and 
out of these the pickets went. 

Lou got a union card?“ they queried from 
the drivers they did not know. 

The answer in the majority of cases was in 
the negative and a number of fights took 
place. Other pickets began to appear several 
blocks from the house and to attempt to 
stop oncoming carriages. They became so 
boisterous that one of the guests telephoned 
for police protection and the patrolmen re- 
mained on guard through the evening. 

When Mr. and Mrs. Chapman left the res- 
idence for their wedding trip they found J. 
D. Sullivan, the owner of the carriage they 
had engaged, unwilling to drive them to the 
railway station. He declared the danger of 
attack by strikers too great. At that the 
best man, H. L. Chapman, the groom's broth- 
er, went to the rescue. He offered the use 
of his private carriage, and in this the couple 
drove away. 

Decide Against Arbitration. 

Relying on the popular condemnation of 
interference with funerals by pickets, the 
liverymen and undertakers virtually decided 
during the day not to arbitrate. Formal 
action will be taken today at a general meet- 
ing of the employers’ on involved. 

The executive committee had no power to 
act in the matter,“ Chairman Harvey Edger- 
ton said after a session of that body. But 


it was plain that the sentiment was strongly 


against arbitration. The plan proposed by 
the union certainly will not be accepted.“ 


Employers Urged Not to Yield. 

Typical of the attitude of the employers 
is that of A. C. Marshall of Dayton, O., secre- 
tary of the newly formed Citizens’ Indus- 
trial association. Mr. Marshall wrote as 
follows:

According to Mrs. Brindley, Mrs. Thorpe 
nad remained in her rooms almost constantly 
since her arrival there. 

At 5 p. m. yesterday Mrs. Brindley was 
‘startled by the sound of a revolvér shot in the 
Thorpe apartments. Rushing upstairs, she 
found Mrs. 'Khorpe kneeling beside her bed, 
with the revolver in her hand. She already. 

was dead.

Ex-Congressman Glover Has Rat- 
tle With Colorado Militia. 


GETS BULLET IN LBO 


Pugnacious Lawyer Refused to Give 
Up Weapons, but Changes Mind.

Cripple Creek, Colo., Dec. 8. [Special. 
Ex-Congressman John M. Glover, who served 
two terms in congress from the St. Louis dis- 
trict, stood off the military authorities of 
Colorado for more than an hour today before 
he would surrender, and then gave up only 
after having been wounded in the elbow. 

Mr. Glover on Saturday wrote a letter for 
publication, and circulated it generally 
among correspondents, in which he took oc- 
casion to vilify the governor, the militia, and 
the officers in charge of the few soldiers still 
held in the district. * 


Ignores Order to Give Up 

This district is under martial law and 
Col. Vertegberg is commandant.

Find Lawyer Barricaded.

Wage Accounts to Close and 
Men Regard Action as 
Poiding Contracts.

Steel Plant Employes Taken 
| Back, They Fear, Will Be 
at Its Mercy. —

All wage accounts, amounting to more than 
$80,000, held against the Illinois Steel com- 
pany by its South Chicago employés, are to 
be paid next Thursday so that when the new 
year begins the mills can be started with a 
force of men having no claims against the 
management. 

When a workman applies for a position with 
the company he promises to leave his first 
two weeks’ wages as a guarantee for good 
service. This rule has been in force more 
than ten years and hundreds of the em- 
ployés have forgotten they ever surrendered 
the money, Others still remember it with bit- 
terness. 

Yesterday all were astonished when it was 
reported that the company had posted a 
notice setting Thursday as adjustment day. 
All wondered at the object of the move, al- 
though they rejoiced at the prospect of be- 
ing given unlooked for cash. In some cases 
the men will draw $50 and there are few who 

will get less than $20. 


Means Voiding of Contracts. 


The officers of the unions that have men 
working in the mills believe that, through the 
payment of this guarantee fund, the company 
expects to annul all the contracts it holds 
with the men and their labor organizations. 
They declare that, by paying off the workers, 
the management can take the stand that it 
has discharged them all, and, if it reémploys 
them, it will do so on its own terms. 

When the Amalgamated Steel, Iron and Tin 
workers struck in the mills of the United 
States Steel corporation, its effort for higher 
wages was broken by the employés of the 
Illinois Steel company, who refused to walk 
out..

TO ENFORCE COINSURANCE. 


Companies Warned by Governing Com- 
mittee of the Union Against Grow- 
ing Laxity in Certain Cities. 


The governing committee of the union has 
sent out a circular warning companies 
against the growing laxity in the enforce- 
ment of the coinarance clause, with pe- 
cial reference to oertain cities. This ‘is 
emphasized by the experiences of the com- 
panies in special hasard losses recently, 
where there has been a total loss to insur- 
ance when the loss to value was not more 
than 10 per cent. In Chicago everything 
but preferred business carries the 80 per 
cent coinsurance clause, and in New York 
the clause is strictly enforced, but away 
from their homes the companies sometimes 
get lax under the strese of competition. 
Strict compliance with the rules wih be 
asked hereafter. 

The Trader’ of Chicago hee appoirter 
Henry M. Stone, manager of the insurance 
department of Badger & Co. of Minneapo- 
lis, as special agent for Minnesota, North 
and South Dakota, and Montana, taking ef- 
fect next month. 

At the first of the year L. H. Webb. for 
ten years chief clerk in the office of Conk- 
ling, Price & Webb, general agents for the 
London Guarantee and the United States 
Fidelity and Guaranty company, will be- 
come a member of the firm, the name con- 
tinuing unchanged. 

D. C. Osmun of the governing committee 
received a telegram yesterday from Denver 
announcing the death of his son, D. C. O- 


mun Jr. His father had not even known 


that he was ill. He was 40 years old, and 
after an extended insurance experience in 
Illinois had had the mountain field fer the 
London and Lancashire for a number of 
years. He resigned a few months ago to 
become an * adjuster in Denver. 


John K. eee agent of the Connecti- 
cut Mutual Life and the oldest general agent in 
Chicago in point of service, is critically ill, fol- 
lowing a serious operation. 

Although rates have been off in Warsaw, III., 
for over a week, there has been no serious cutting 
of rates as yet.
